Rufus Bond Organizes 
Teacher Credit Union; 
Schedule County Meet 


The Orange county public school 
teachers may borrow small sums of 
money, and organize a systematic 
method of saving, a credit union is 
being formed by county teachers, un- 
der the direction of Rufus G. Bond, 
jaysee mechanical drawing instruc- 


or. 

Bond will head a meeting of county 
teachers tomorrow afternoon to be- 
gin plans for the union. 

Present plans are to sell $5 shares, 
and a teacher may belong with the 
purchase of one share. From the sum 
accumulated money will be loaned out 
at 7 per cent with collateral, or 8 
per cent without collateral. 

“This plan is not so much to make 
it possible for teachers to borrow 
money,” states Bond, “as it is for 
them to establish a methodical sav- 
ings plan, whereby they can get more 
than the usual bankings savings ac- 
count interest, with maximum secur- 
ity.”

That there are seven events in 
which Santa Ana’s track team is weak- 
er than an old maid’s pulse was evi- 
denced by Fullerton-Don _ spikefest 
here Saturday with Fullerton taking 
71.4 and Santa Ana 58% of the 130 
points and a healthy mortgage on the 
league trophy. 

The discus was a shut-out for Ful- 
lerton. Anderson took a third in the 
shot for Santa Ana’s only place. 
Kring and Bauman took thirds in the 
100 and 220 yard dashes respective- 
ly for the Don’s only points in these 
events while Craft and Arundell took 
seconds in the 440 yard dash and 
broad jump respectively. The relay 
was exciting for the fans, but Santa 
Ana failed to take advantage of Ful- 
lerton’s fumble between Wheat and 
Allen which caused the visitors to 
lose approximately 20 yards. George 
Smith’s 51s lap proved too much for 
the Greenemen and netted the win- 
ning points. 

Wilson High Point Man 

Lucian Wilson’s performance in 
the hurdles with a 15.2s race in the 
high barriers and 25.6s in the lows 
was one of the high lights of the meet 
as he scored over the Fullerton hur- 
dle ace, Brown in both events, win- 
ning by a default in the highs and by 
a hair in the lows. 

Chuck Malboon and Rudy Holman 
furnished the long distance _ thrills. 
Malboon turned in his best time of 
the year 4m, 46.3s in the mile while 
Holman neared the school’s two mile 
record of 10m 24.4s with a 10m 
27s race. 

Preininger Fails 

Loren Lukens hit a new ceiling in 
the pole vault at 11 feet 6 inches to 
take second with Claire Preininger 
tied for third at 11 feet 3 inches, 
5 inches below his previous mark. 

Santa Ana scored . two complete 
shut outs in the high jump and jave- 
lin. Fullerton scooped the gravy in 
the discus. 

This defeat is doped to give Santa 
Ana second or third in the league 
with Fullerton the champion.

Junior Collegian Attempting 
To Create Unusual Substance 


A substance with all the chemical 
and physical properties of a metal, 
yet as clear as crystal, is the object 
of experiments being conducted by 
Glen Akin, former jaysee student, 
who is also building a telescope with 
an 11-inch lens in his own home, and 
when pressed for something to occupy 
his time works with a 30-foot lathe 
installed in his house. 

The transparent metai that has 
been the object of Akin’s research 
for several months, will be a com- 
pound of oxygen, nitrogen, hydrogen 
and carbon. He does not know in 
what state the metal will exist, but 
he has theoretically computed the pos- 
sibility of producing such a product. 
Nitrogen, the inert gas that when con- 
tained in so many compounds, such 
as nitoglycerine, produces explosives,

is the obstacle in his path. As yet he 
has been unable to combine it with 
the other elements. 

In recent weeks Akin has turned his 
talents to work with a lathe, for 
which he paid more than $100, and 
installed in a former bedroom of his 
house. Instead of learning the oper- 
ation of the instrument in a school 
mechanics class, he has acquired. the 
skill by himself. 

Although his telescope is only in 
rudimentary stages, Akin hopes. to 
have it completed in June.
